Operators and Miners Could Settle 
Their Trouble If They Went 
About It Seriously. 


Ottawa, June 25.—The department 
of labor is in receipt of the report of 
the of the board of con- 
ciliation and investigation which was 
appointed to investigate the dispute 


between the various coal operators in 
Alberta and Eastern British Colum- 
bia, members of the Western Coal 
Operators’ Association, and their em- 
ployees, members of District 18 of the 
United Mine Workers of America; 
also of the minority report signed 
by Mr. Collin McLeod, appointed on 
recommendation of the operators. 
In the report of the board, signed 
by Chairman Rev. H. Grant, of Fer- 
nie, and Mr. F. H. Sherman, mem- 
ber of the board appointed on the re- 
commendation of the employees, the 
belief is expressed that the old 
agreements, expiring on March 31, 
1909, are agreeable to both parties. 
The dispute between the Western 
Coal Operators’ Association and the 
United Mine Workers arose by rea- 
eon of parties being unable by negoti- 
ation to renew an agreement ‘which 
expirdd on March 31 inst. The board, 
which began its labors on May 20, 
exerted itself to induce the partiés 
concerned to adjust their dispute by 
mutual agreement, but as no settle- 
ment was reached in this way the 
board visited various mines affected 
and took evidence on the questions

at issue. The report of the board 
recommends a general agreement 
based on the old agreement, which 


expired on March 31, 1909, the terms 
of this new agreement to date from 
April, 1909, to March, 1911. ‘ 

In respect to a dispute regarding 
differential rates on pillars and con- 
tract rates at Lille, the board finds 
that if the parties make an earnest 
effort they can easily settle all diffi- 
culties outstanding in this regard. 
The board also ST yikes that the un

RAIN INTERFERED 
WITH CELEBRATION 


Camrose People Had Made Prepara- 
tions for Big Day of Sports Yes- 


terday. 

The rain of yesterday proved a 
very serious barrier in the path of 
those in charge of the celebration at 
the town of Camrose. For weeks en- 


ergetic committees had ‘planned and 
worked to ihe 25th of June a 
gala day in the history of their town, 
They were to be “at home” to friends 
and visitors from far and near. Every 
arrangement possible had been made 
for one of the biggest day’s sport ever 
held in the province, but the rain 
descended. What might have been 
had the weather remained on its good 
behavior is easily guessed at when 
once glances at the extensive pro- 
gram prepared, The citizens of Cam. 
rose never do anything by halves. 
Less than four years ago they started 
in a wheat field to build a town, and 
today can boast with pardonable 
pride one of the finest towns in West- 
ern Canada, with a great future be- 
fore it. Their arrangements for the 
celebration were in keeping with all 
else, Nothing was leit undone, 

The list of sporta included a cali- 
thumpian parade, foot races. jumping. 
acquatic sports, horse racing, tennis 
tournaments, baseball matches, ete. 

The town was decorated with en- 
hormous quantities of bunting, ever- 
greens and flowers, ‘and every visitor 
was made welcome Special trains 
from the east and west brought hun- 
dreds, over fifty going down from 
Edmonton alone, while hundreds drove 
in from the outlying country. 

Owing to the downpour only a few 
of the sports were pulled off. The 
parade, though somewhat diminished 
in size, was a credit indeed. The 
many excellent floats gave the judges 
some work to decide the winners.

A very clever idea was the cheque 
issued from the “Rose City Bank oi 
Prosperity,” giving to bearer one 
share of Camrose prosperity, and set-

Almost every industry and business 
in the town was represented in the 
parade, which was headed by the 
Fire Brigade band.

Just a Friendly Visit. 

St. Petersburg, June 26—Emperer 
Nicholas left Russian waters on the 
imperial yacht Standert today for 
Stockholm on the first of the three 
foreign visits he will pay this sum- 
mer. The yacht, escorted by a squad- 
ron of torpedo boats, sailed early to- 
day from Pikipas bay and is due to 
arrive at Stockholm at noon tomorrow, 
Foreign Minister Tswolsky and the 
members of his majesty’s suite are 
going along on board the yaeht Polar 
Star. No high politics will be diseus- 
sed at Stockholm and the fact that 
Emperor Nicholas is going almost di- 
rectly from Sweden to Poltava to be 
present at the dedication of a monu- 
ment to the RussoSwedish men who 
fell in the battle cf Poltayva 200 years 
ago is taken as an evidence that the 
ancient Russo-Swedish enmities have 
been blotted out. 


GREEKS AND TURKS 
MAY FIGHT FOR CRETE 


Powers Will Withdraw Troops and Com- 
plications Are Likely to Ensue 
Quickly. 


Paris, June 26.—It is believed in 
Paris that yesterday's decision of the 


(treat Powers to withdraw their 
troops from Crete w'l precipitate a 
crisis that will test all the abilities 


of the Young Turks os statesmen and 
possibly also as sokliers, While 
Greece is not openly arming it is 
known here that Greek troops are 
being sent forward slowly, while th» 
Cretans bouyantly are awiting the 
long looked for opportunity to raise 


the Greek flag over the island. The 
question is more serious than has 
been hitherto thought. The mew 


Turkish government will not dare *o 
risk the unpopularity of giving up 
stoill more national territory, as this 
weuld be to return to power the re- 
actionary regime. The Cretan ques- 
tion as a matter of fact is one of life 


or death to the Young Turk move- 
ment. England, France and Ger- 
many with the consent of Russia, 


have finally agreed on July 27 as the 
day for leaving the Cretans to face 
Ittoman suzerainity uncontrolled by 
the peace keeping soldiery of Burope. 
Just how serious is the Turkish ap- 
prehension is learned in an inter- 
view with Naum Passa, ambassador 
of Turkey to France. ‘‘We are face 
to face with a new situation in Crete, 
he said, “Heretofore oureontro] has 
beenassuredbytheprotect ing powers. 
Many complications may arise, but 
one thing I can positively say and 
that is that the Turkish government 


will never consent to abdicate its 
powers in the island. We wish to 
treat the Cretatis as generously 1s 


possible, but the island must remain 
Turkish.” Though the ambassador 
veiled his opinion with diplomatie 
reticence he mede it perfectly clear 
that the Young Turks are determined 
to fight ratehr than let Crete be an- 
nexed to Greece, So the island is

Senator Talbot Says It Cannot be Pro- 
perly Run in Connection With 
University. 


Senator Talbot of Lacombe writes the 
Bulletin regarding the location and man 
agement of the proposed rreppelal Agri- 
cultural College as followe: 

Lacombe, June 15, 1909. 
Dear Sir, 

The peope of the cities of Strathcona 
and Edmonton, the Professors of the 
University, the University Senate and at 
least some of the members of the Execu- 
tive Council of the Legislatare eeem de- 
termined that our proposed Agricultural 
College shall be placed at Strathcona and 
under the same management as the Uni- 
versity proper. 

In my opinion euch a step would be 
the severest blow that the Agricultural 
interests of thie Province could porsibly 
receive, 

As a practical farmer, and one who 
has devoted a good deal of time to edu- 
cational matters as well, I desire to draw 
the attention of the members of the Le- 
gislature and the Agricultural public to 
some very important facts, so that before 
any money is voted for this object we 
may all be in a position to consider the 
question on ite merits, 

Fact 1, The most successful Agricul- 
tural College on the North American con- 
tinent today is the Ontario

of Ontario? The Agricultural College at 
Guelph is a separate institution. It is 
located about fifty miles from the near- 
est University and is not at all connected 
with the University except for examina- 
tion purposes and the conferring of de- 
grees, 

Fact 2. During last winter the Profes- 
sors of the Alberta University gave ad- 
dresses in different places and tried to 
create a sentiment in favor of having 
the two institutions combined. For this 
purpose they cited instances where the 
Agricultural College was said to be unit- 
ed with the University and was a suc 
cess. One instance given by them was 
the State of California. Now, I would 
not like to say that in this case the facts 
were purposely misrepresented, But, L 
do say that those who made the state- 
ment did not take the trouble te acquaint 
themselves with the true facts. It is 
quite true that in the State of California 
the Agricultural College was connected 
with the University at one time. But 
the union was not a happy one. The Ag- 
ricultural College was a failure. So ap- 
parent was the failure and the cause 
thereof that during the Sessions of 1905 
and 1907 the Legislature of the State of 
California yoted no jess a sum than 
$282,000.00 to separate the institutions. 
They were separated and the Agricultur- 
a] College was removed sixty miles from 
Berkeley, the seat of the State 
sity. 

Fact 3. Another institution that has 
done the same as California is the Agri- 
cultural Colleges at Cornell University. 
Formerly this was one of the colleges of 
the University but it has recently at a 
very great expense been separated from 
the University and made an independent 
institution under the able presidency of 


Univer- 


Agricultural College and University. 
While it is true that the same board of 
regents control both the Agricultural 
College and University, they are in real- 
ity distinet 
miles apart. 

Fact 5. The case of the Wisconsin Ag- 
ricultural Colloge is also cited as an in- 
stance of a successful Agricultural Col- 
lege united with the State Uniyersity. It 
is true the institutions are united and it 
is true that the Agricultural College is 
a success. We do not have to look far 
for the cause of the success.

If farming can be made 
more agreeable, more pleasant, more in 
teresting and more profitable than it 
generally is (and it can) our boys want 
to know it right away. Such a college 
should be in the ney of easy acece 
in a good farming Community. 
young man or young woman who is at 
least 18 years of age, in good health and 
who has passed or ean pass the public 
echool leaving eXamination, and yho has 
the practical knowledge which farmers’ 
sons and daughters at that age usually 
have, is in my opinion a fit and proper 
person to be enrolled as a student at that 
imetitution.

John Burns Makes Some Good Points 
in a Recent London Address, 


—_—— 


Mr. John Burns, M.P., opened at 
the Whitechapel Art Gallery the Tu- 
berculosis Exhibition organized by 


the National Association for the Pre 


vention of Consumption, In a speech 
full of the most valuable facts and 
listened to with rapt attention, he 
the dread effect of the 


vention, Condemning the fetish of 
the workman's front parlor, which he 


described as “a mausoleum for wax 


fruits and stuffed birds; « museum 
sacred to the undertaker and the 
doctor,” he declared that it wonid 


add 25 per cent to the breathing. 
space of every workman's home and 
much to the comfort ef his family, 
if the fetish were broken up. 

“The most useful exhibition I have 
ever known in the Metropolis. Its 
object,” Mr. Burns went on, “‘is to 
attract the serious, the humane, anl 
the patriotic; the patriotic because 
this is an effort to expel from our 
shores, an enemy subtle, destructive, 
self-imposed, more deadly than war, 
more exhausting than battle itself; 
the humane because the evils of pov- 
erty, of weakness, of misery, are ac- 
centuated by the scourge that con- 
sumption jinfliets upon its victims 
and sufferers; the serious because 
consumption wastes our national sub- 
stance in riotous killing, and in kill- 
ing many, weakens more and trans- 
mits to multitudes the haunting hor- 
ror of enfeebled after-life.”’ 

In the past forty years, said Mr. 
Burns, tuberculosis has been reduced 
some filty per cent. In the past thir- 
ty years great advances have been 
made in the method of its treatment, 
but in the past five years the great- 
est progress has been made, mainly 
through the efforts of public-spirited 
and devoted doctors and by the edu- 
cation of the people. 

“Every year the 
millions of people through the 
Acourge of tuberculosis. Remember 
that figure; every year 4 London per- 
ishes from one disease, 

“London alone has 9,176 deaths— 
more by consumption alone than we 
lost of officers and men in the three 
and a quarter years of the South. Af- 
rican War. And here is an extraor- 
dinary figure. More deaths occurred 
in the metropolis and more people 
suffered from this disease than the 
total number of soldiers and sailors, 
officers and men, who have been kil- 
ed and wounded in 70 wars and ex 
peditions in the six years ending 
1903. In a hundred years of Euro- 
pean war, with all its horror and all 
the burden or death and sickness, 
that Napoleon and others imposed 
in the last century—all that loss of 
life is eclipsed by only three years’ 
bills of mortalities of the old world 
from consumption and its attendant 
evils. 

Progress in Recent Years 

“There has been great progress im 
récent years. Two hundred and for- 
ty-seven per 100,000 was the deatn- 
rate. It is now 115 per 100,000, or 
53 per cent. decrease, in forty years. 
But notwithstanding this  improve- 
ment, it is still true that one out of 
every eleven deaths is due to tuber- 
culosis, This drain of human vitai- 
ity is greatest of all at the working 
years of life. Fifty-six per cent. of 
the total deaths from consumption 
are between the ages of 20 and 45 
years—the prime of life, physiologi- 
cally, economically and reproduc- 
tively. 

“These terrible death-rates at the 
working period of life illustrates the 
need there is for rapid advance to de 
made, Consumption shortens the 
life of the working engineer, for in- 
stance, by no less than fourteen 
years. One-seventh of the total 
friendly society deathe are due ww 
this esuse; 25 to 30 per cent of all 
deaths in many of the large friendly 
societies are due to this complaint at 
ages between 29 and 45. And the ef- 
tect of it is that we have wages 
wasted, contributions dissipated, 
homes destroye’ to an enormous, al- 
most incalculable extent.” 

So much for the direct loss through 


world loses five 


death and sickness. But there was 
another loss; the indirect loss ef 


widowhood, of orphanhood, the loss 
of the dependents of the breadwin 
ner. Two-thirds of the consumptive 
deaths between the ages of 20 and 00 
vears oceurred in London, No won 
der that 40 per cent ot our total pau- 
periam in and out-door, was due ‘o 
widowhood and orphanhood. 

There was no single cause, he con- 
tinued, for the ravages of consump- 
tion. ‘One of the ehief causes was 
social inequality. Generally speak- 
ing, cousumption was the child of 
poverty; the daughter of ignorance, 
the offspring of drink, the product «f 
carelessness. In London the death 
‘ute frou cousumption was 182 per 
100,000. It was only 78 in happy, 
prosperous and healthy Hampstead; 
but it was 215 in Finsbury. 

“It can be fought,” Mr. Burns de- 
clured. “by many forces in many 
ways, led by General Wellbeing— 
higher wages, cheap and better ‘ood, 
better housing, increased sobriety. 
As pauperism diminishes consump- 
tion declines. As food cheapens, tu 
bereulosis disappears. 

Mr. Burne condemned the fetish 
of the workman’s front parlor, whict 
he remembered as a “mausoleum for 
wax fruits, stuffed birds and ehina 
dogs; a museum sacred to the land- 
lord, the insurance agent, the under- 
taker and the doctor.” “If the fetish 
of the front parlor was broken up,” 
he suid. “it would add 25 per cent 
at leust to the breathing space of ev- 
ery workman's home, comfort and 
happiness to the women and child- 
ren, and more geniality to father’s 
tea.” 

He advocated strenuously the abo- 
lition of the “comforter,” or “sooth- 
er” for babies. “I would endure the 
charge of being an autocrat,” 
Mr. Burns “with pleasure and equan- 
imity if with one order 1 could make

the ‘comforter’ a public nuisance, 
and schedule it as a dangerous in- 
strument for children in our towns 
and cities,” 

“A good kitchen,” he observed, “is 
the best pharmacy; a good table is 
the best doctor and cleanliness ts the 
best cook.” 

NIGERIA EXPEDITION. 
Natives Discovered Who Had Never 
Seen a White Man—Iindulge in 


Human Sacrifices. 

London, June @22.—Details of the 
expedition lately coneluded by the 
Southern Nigerian government, by 
which some 5,000 square miles of 
hitherto unknown and unadminiater- 
ed country and on the borders of 
Northern Nigeria have been brought 


under effectiva, control, have been 
reecived by Reuter’s agency. 
These operations, which were car- 


died out among tribes who 
most part had never previously seen 
a white man, proved entirely success- 
ful and were so managed that there 
was practically no serious fighting. 
They began early in November last 
and only concluded in the middle 
of April. 

The British 
men of the 


foree consisted of 700 
Southern Nigeria regi- 
ment under the commargl of Colonel 
Trenchard, who had with him thir 
ty officers, six maxims, and 700 car 
riers. 

The Yala people in whese country 
the columns remained for a month, 
gave a good deal of trouble. When 
their vilages were entered they were 
found to be deserted, the women and 


live stock having been removed. 
The men meanwhile had formed 
bush camps in the open yam fields, 
where they could see the approach 
of the British, and had also hidden 
in the branches of the trees scouts 
whose duty it was to tire signal 
guns, 


The people then took to their heels 
and encamped elsewhere, but fired 
on the column when they were in 
what they Paap, 2 a tight hole. 
This tribe, like most of those en- 
countered, was armed with flint 
locks. and carried poisoned arrows, 
but fortunately the country was fair 
ly open and the aim not very accur- 
ate. 

After some weeks of this kind of 
thing the Yala came in, but declined 
to give up their arms, 

In places, the natives, hearing of 
the approach of a large force, dug pits 
and planted stakes to prevent their 
progress. What little hostility ther 
was occurred during the earlier part 
of the operations in the Okpoto 
@untry and among the northern Ibo 
tribes. 

Colonel Trenchard’s force  atarted 
in two.columns—one from the Niger 
and one from Cross river—with in 
structions to make for an unknown 
spot marked X, the two afterward 
joining at Ikem, where the first base 
camp was formed. From this base 
ema]! columns were sent out in vari 
our directions, each being responsible 
for a définite district, which was to 
be mapped, and where the officers’ 
duty was to get into touch with the 
natives and to show them how to 
make good roads. 

In each case the commanding officer 
of the column summoned the local 
chief and explained the government 
terms, emphasizing the fact that all 
human sacrifices must stop, that good 
roads must be made, and that a Bri 
tish commissioner would be appointed 
who would settle ail disputes. 

On these occasions there were im 
pressive gatherings of thousands of 
natives, in many cases cannibals, 
and for the most part’ naked, Or 
practically 30. They did not show 
undue delight at the advent of the 


British, and as a rule sidently lis- 
tened to the recital of the govern 
ment terms and then slowly dis 
persed.
